JURY KNOGKS OUT WILL 
OF L. M. GUGGENHEIM 


Takes Formal Action Ratifying 
Settlement Made by Cap- 
italist’s Heirs. 


The will of Leopold M. Guggen- 
heim, St. Louis capitalist who left 
an estate now yalued at $450,000 
was set aside by a jury in Cir- 
cuit Judge Beck’s court today in a 
forma! action which ratified a set- 
tlement reached by’ the heirs. 

Guggenheim left a life income of 
$200 a month to his daughter, Mrs. 
Rose Winslow of New York, and 


‘|the bulk of his esttae in trust ‘for 


his son, Dr. Louis K. Guggenheim, 
St. Louis physician, and another 
daughter, Mrs. Selma Mayer of Chi- 
cago. 

Under the terms of the settle 
ment the three will share equally 
in the principal of their father’s 
estate. Mrs. Winslow, a novelist 
who writes under the pen name of 
Jane Burr, alleged he had been in- 
fluenced unduly by her brother and 
sister. Edward W. Foristel was her 
attorney. 

No defense testimony was. of- 

fered at the brief hearing except 
that of Ivan Lodge and Miss Myrtle 
Wood, attorneys who witnessed the 
will, who stated that in their opin- 
ion Guggenheim was of sound mind 
when it was drawn, in 1926. He 
died in September, 1931, at the Con- 
gress Hotel, where he lived. 
Mrs. Winslow testified that she 
and her brother and sister, before 
their father’s death, had agreed 
that his estate should be divided 
equally among them after his 
death, regardless of any provisions 
of his will. 

Mrs. Mayer, she testified, had told 
her subsequently that she had seen 
the will and that it provided for an 
equal distribution. Mrs. Winslow 
said she was on friendly terms with 
her father, but had been told by 
her sister that her presence was an- 
noying to him, and at the sugges- 
tion of her sister had remained 
away from him for five years. She 
had written to him during that pe- 
tiod, Fowever, according to her tes- 
timony. 

Another witness, Mrs. Frances 
Herchenroeder of Chicago, a friend 
of Guggenheir’s sister, Mrs. Hat- 
tie Gault of that city, testified 
Guggenheim had told her he. fol- 
lowed the suggestions of Mrs. 
Mayer in drawing his will. Mrs. 
Herchenroeder said she had told 
Guggenheim that he should have 
left his estate 'to his children in 
equal shares. His answer, she said, 
‘was that he would like to do that 
“but was afraid to.” 

Dr. Guggenheim and Mrs. May- 
er were in the courtroom during 
the hearing, but took no part in it, 

Under the terms of the will set 
aside the trust estate was to have 
continued for 15 years, after which 
the principal would have been di- 
vided equally between Dr. Guggen- 
heim and Mrs. Mayer. Had Dr. 
Guggenheim died: during the perioi 
of the trust, his share would have 
been held in trust for his two chil- 
dren, but they would have been re- 
quired to live apart from their 
mother, Dr. Guggenheim’s. divorced 
wife, until they were 30 years old.

Young Peasant Soldiers “Mop Up” After 
Socialist Warriors Go Down Fighting 
to Hold Workers’ Section of City. 


By CHARLES L. FLICK. 
(Copyright, 1934.) 

VIENNA, Feb. 15.—Young peas- 
ant soldiers of whancellor Dolifuss 
“mopped up” the Floridsdorf battle- 
front in Austria’s civil war after 
Government guns cut a wide path 
through this once carefree Social- 
ist district yesterday. 

I saw these' young peasants, many 
still in their ‘teens, as they went to 
work. They were wide-eyed from 
lack of sleep and from shock at 
their baptism. of fire. 


Scattered shots rang through the 
region and unburied civilian dead 
lay on the frozen ground when 1 
was permitted to advance to the 
farthest outposts to view the hor- 
rors the fighting had wrought. 

Black motor hearses rushing 
through the streets proved insuffi- 
cient to clean up the district before 
the first foreigners arrived. 

Children In Streets. 

Cowering groups of Horidsdort 
residents jumped nervously when 
troops and police ordered them to 
“keep moving.” Little children 
with their frightened parents ven- 
tured timorously into streets that 
were strewn with empty shells, de- 
bris and bodies; buildings were 
riddled by artillery shells. 

In the little Floridsdorf railway 
station, starting point of so many 
picnics last autumn, | saw a vic- 
tim lying on a twisted bench, his 
face covered with a gaudy poster 
inscribed “Visit Austria.” The sta- 
tion itself was a shambles. 

The Socialist Schutzbund war- 
riors went down fighting. It took 
the army, the police and the Heim- 
wehr 26 solid hours of bitter hos- 
tilities to dislodge them. Police 
claim that in the Schlinger Court 
(tenement) alone they found 100 
machine guns and 1000 rifles and 
large numbers of crude hand 
grenades. Among the Schutzbund 
material captured were many steel 
helmets similar to those worn by 
French colonial infantry. 

Buildings Blown Up. 

One of the last acts of the So- 
Cialist fighters was to. blow up 
their recreation and cinema hall, 
which was paid for with the sav- 
ings of the district’s workmen. 

As _ Government forces ap- 
proached, the Socialists connected 
the central lighting system with-_ex- 
plosives. Then, once Government 
—— — a direct hit, the 
entire cture loded, 
into flames. be ——

was jammed with soldiers and 
anxious civilians inquiring about

Revolver in Hand Indicates 
Youth Killed Fiancee 
Then Ended Life.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.— 
Everett Jochum, 23-year-old senior 
at William Jewell College, Laber- 
ty, Mo., and his sweetheart, Miss 
Evelyn Dearlove, 20, were found 
shot to death about midnight a 
short distance from the gifl’s room- 
ing house. 

Two bullets nad been fired from 
a .88caliber revolver clutched in 
one hand of the young man, whose 
home was at Pierce City, Mo. He 
had been shot in the mouth and 
his companion in the right temple. 

Police today expressed belief that 
Miss Dearlove was killed by Ho- 
chum and he then killed himself. 

A letter to “Dearest Evelyn,” 
signed “Everett,” was discovered by 
police today in the young woman’s 
room. It was dated “Monday night” 
and read: 

“Dearest Evelyn:

In 
case I don’t, [li be seeing you 
Wednesday night. In case some- 
thing happens by Wednesday noon, 
call me then. — 

“I had a swell time last night. 
I hope Joe takes his car a lot. 
Even Laura seemed to have a good 
time. 

“I accepted the Kappa Sig’s in- 
vite today, tentatively, of course. 
“Darling, you are sure of me, 
aren’t you? You know I love you 
more than life itself. If I weren't 
sure of you I'd by miserable most 
of the time.

We don’t want anything to come 
between us. I'll do my part and 
am sure you will do yours.

The men were observed by 
Guard J. J. Brightwell in wall tow- 
er No. 13, as they were making 
their way toward the west wall, 
about 2:30 o’clock this morning.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15. — The 


Government air mail contracts an- 
nulled last week by Postmaster- 
General Farley were awarded 
originally through “connivance and 
agreement,” as the result of a “con- 
spiracy” between the Postoffice De- 
partment and “a few favored cor- 
porations,” Farley asserted yester- 
day, in a letter to Senator Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, giving his frea- 
sons for the cancelations. Black is 
chairman of the Senate Committee 
which has been conducting an in- 
vestigation of the contracts. 

Farley charged that Walter F. 
Brown and W. Irving Glover, re- 
spectively Postmaster-General and 
second assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in charge of air mai] during 
the Hoover administration, had 
acted illegally in granting numer- 
os “extensions” of existing mail 
routes, and in granting certificates 
permitting airlines to continue 
carrying mail after their contracts 
expired. These methods, Fariey 
declared, were contrived to avoid 
competitive bidding, and to give the 
lucrative mail subsidies to favored 
companies. 

Huge Sums Without Service. 


He accused Brown of authorizing 
the payment of huge sums to cer 
tain airlines for service which they 
did not render, declaring that the 
excess payments during the years 
of 1950 to 1933, inclusive, aggregat- 
ed $46,800,000. He said the Attor- 
nev-General and the department 
solicitor agreed that the methods 
employed by Brown and Glover 
were illegal, and sufficient basis 
‘or voiding the contracts. 

Moreover, the Postmaster-General 
called attention to. the fabulous 
rofits which certain individuals 
have made by speculating in the 
stock of companies carrying mail 
or selling equipment to the Govern- 
ment. 

‘I do not believe,” he said, “that 
Congress intended that the air mail 
appropriation should be expended 
for the benefit of a few favored cor- 
Porations, ‘which could use the funds 
as the basis of wild stock promotiens 
resulting in profits of tens of mil- 
lions of dollars to promoters who 
Invested little or no capital Nor 
Was it intended to be used by great 
“orporatigons as a club to force com- 
Petitors gut of business and into 
bankruptey. Nor should approria- 
tions and contracts be given to a 
few favoned corporations by conniv- 
ance and, agreement.

Brown to Discuss Extending Air Mail Serv-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Wha 
May be taken as the aviation in- 
dustry’s reply to Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farle} is given in the follow- 
ing excerpts from a letter sent to 
Farley Feb. 9 by Richard W. .Rob- 
bins, president of Transcontinental 
& Western Air, in which he dis- 
cusses the meeting referred to by 
the Postmaster-General. 

“The records in the Postoffice 
Department which have been put 
into the Senate committee records 
show that a few weeks after the 
passage of the Watres Act, FPost- 
master-General Brown directed his 
assistants to call to Washington 
representatives of the air transport 
lines, incliding those who had mail 
contracts and those who did not, for 
a discussion of the recently enacted 
legislation and the condition of the 
air transport industry. 

“The air transport ‘operators had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
calling of this meeting and they 
were unaware of its purpose until 
they met with the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and his principal assistants in 
the Postoffice Department about 
May 20,1930. Thereis nothing what- 
ever unusual about such meetngs. 
Similar ones have been held on 
many occasions by the heads of 
various Government departments 
with parties interested in particu- 
lar matters. 

“The Postmaster-General] stated 
to the meeting that the air mail 
map did not provide for. co-ordinat- 
ed systems and that there were 
great sections of the United States 
which were without air mail] ser- 
vice. He stated specifically that he 
had decided to have two new trans- 
continental routes, one through the 
central portion of the country from 
New York to Los Angeles, via Kan- 
sas City, and one through the south- 
ern portion, from Los Angeles to 
Atlanta, via El Paso and Dallas. 
He stated that these transconti- 
nental lines should be independent- 
ly owned so that the government 
would have the benefit of competi- 
tion in service and:would have a}- 
ternative routes for dispatching the 
mail under varying weather condi- 
tions. | 
“He outlined the provisions of the 
Watres Act showing that the Con- 
gress had limited the award of con- 
tracts to those companies which 
had been in operation over a 250- 
mile route for over six months. He 
quoted the section of the Watres 
Act giving him the power to make 
any extensions and consolidations 
of routes which he considered in 
the public interest. He asserted 


were no limitations whatever on 
this power as to extensions and con- 
solidation of routes, he could ex- 
tend an existing air mail carrier 
route over any number of miles 
which he considered in the public 
interest. He referred specifically 
to his power to consolidate routes 
and stated that this also was with- 
out limitation, but that he intended 
in the administration of the law to 
preserve as well as he properly 
could do so the air lines already in 
operation and into which private 
citizens had invested such large 
sums of money. 

“The section of U. 8. law to which 
he referred is as follows: ‘Sec. 7. 
The Postmaster General, when in 
his judgment the public interest 
will be promoted thereby, may make 
any extensions or consolidations of 
routes which are now or may here- 
after be established.’ 

“He requested the members of the 
group to study the problem and to 
suggest ways and means whereby a 
nation-wide airmail and passenger

about the result desired even if the 
operators themselves could agree. 

“In subsequent conversations 
with the Postoffice officials, several 
of the operators raised the question 
of the Postmaster General's powers. 

“The memoranda introduced into 
the Senate Committee’s - hearings 
show that the Postmaster Genera] 
referred the question of the extent 
of his powers to the Comptroller 
General in the specific case of 
Northwest Airways. 

“The companies were entirely un- 
able to agree in respect to the im- 
portant new air lines, and after dis 
cussions which took place during 
the next several weeks, a _ report 
showing the lack of agreement was 
filed with the Postmaster General. 

“We submit that it is a gross dis- 
tortion of the facts to characterize 
such meetings as ‘clandestine,’ or 
that there was a conspiracy between 
the operators to parce] out the air- 
mail map. when the record shows, 
beyond the possibility of question, 
that the meeting was called by the 
Postmaster Gereral and not by the 
operators; that a memorandum of 
what took place at the meeting was 
then 
Superintendent of Air Mail; that 
the New York Times published a 
full account of the meeting the fol- 
lowing day; that a written report 
was subsequently made on behalf of | 
the operators showing failure .to 
agree; that the question of the 
Postmaster General’s powers was 
raised by the operatdrs; that a rul- 
ing by the Comotroller General was 
sought by the Postmaster General; 
that when that ruling was made, on 
July 24, 1930, the Postmaster Gen- 
erai promptiy acquiesced in it and 
promptly proceeded to the prepara- 
tion of the advertisements for com- 
petitive bids on the main transcon- 
tinental routes involved.” 


House Group to Hear Brown and 

Members of Plane Companies. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Chair- 
man Mead said today that the 
House Postoffice Committee would 
hear Walter F. Brown, former Post- 
master-General, and representatives 
of aviation companies on air mail 
contracts which have been canceled. 

“We can’t deprive these men of 
their right to state their case,” 
Mead said after a committee hear- 
ing in which Postoffice Department 
officials asked for enactment of 
temporary emergency legislation to 
permit the Army to pay the ex- 
pense of carrying the mails. 

Representative Kelly 4Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, remarked just before 
the committee meeting adjourned 
that. since “all these contractors 
have been held guilty of fraud and 
collusion, they should be allowed to 
state their case in public.” Kelly 
suggested that Walter Brown and 
Charles A. Lindbergh as wel] as 
representatives of the companies in- 
volved should be heard.

ROOSEVELT GOT 
FULL INSURANCE ON 
DEPRECIATED BARN 


He Relates Incident to Show 
Why Income Tax Law 
Should Be Changed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt wants the income 


tax law changed in order to prevent 
property owners from checking off 
high depreciation allowances on 
buildings in making out returns. 

‘He gave an example of the opera- 
tion of the law at his press confer- 
ence yesterday. He said that in 
1910 he bought a farm, which had on 
it a house and a barn, the latter 
appraised by an insurance company 
at $4000. 

Though the barn was built in 
1790, Mr. Roosevelt said, the law al- 
lowed him to check off depreciation 
on it in making out his income tax 
return every year. Some years af- 
ter he purc the farm, during 
which time he had been checking 
off depreciation, the barn burned, 
and he got $4000. He said he want- 
ed the law permitting this to be 
changed. 


200 SEARCH FOR BOY, MISSING 
EIGHT DAYS AT ROCKFORD, ILL, 


Officials Questioning Father, Ac- 
cused By Wife of Taking Son 
Away After Severe Beating.

ROCKFORD, M. Feb. 15.— 


Shacks and cellars in the vicinity 
of the home of 8-year-old Charles 
Backus Jr. were searched today by 


200 volunteers seeking the boy 
missing eight days and believed by 
authorities to be dead. The hunt 
was ordered by 
C. Bell, who appealed last night for 
volunteers. 

Meanwhile officials continued to 
question the father of the boy, de- 
scribed as a sickly child, in the 
hope of breaking down his story 
of his son’s disappearance. Backus, 
accused by his wife and two step- 
daughters of taking the boy away 
after slappirig him into insensibil- 
ity, denied the accusation and 
hinted at kidnaping. The father 
said the boy left the house alone 
and never réturned, after being 
reprimanded by his mother for not 
changin his clothes after school. 

The version given by the mother 
and’ two stepdaughters, was that 
the elder Backus pulled his son 
out from under the bed where he 
was hiding, slapped him into un- 
consciousness and when he did not 
recover, took him away in his 
fruit truck, returning 45 minutes 
later. County authorities said they 
were told that when Backus re 
turned alone, he placed a four-foot 
club on a table in the home warn- 
ing members of the family: 
“There'll be a crepe on the door 
if you tell.”

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WHAT THE NEGRO HAS DONE. 

There is no surer sign of cultural progresg among 
American Negroes than the meetings which they are 
holding throughout the country this week.

Frederick Douglass’ eloquent tongue was a 
power in the abolitionist movement, No history of 
education in the United States would be complete 
if it failed to record the labors of Booker T. Wash- 
ington, James Milton Turner, Robert R. Moton and 
Mordecai Johnson. Paul Laurence Dunbar, James 
Weldon Johnson, Countee Cullen, Langston Hughes, 
Claude McKay, William S. Braithwaite and W. B. B. 
DuBois have written part of our literature; Paul. 
Robeson and Roland Hayes, the spirituals and “Green 
Pastures” make up a chapter in the story of our music 


political revolutions, whether in’ Russia or Spain, in 
Turkey or Mexico. a 

This is good sportsmanship in the pulpit. Religion 
‘expresses the lofty aspiration of social justice, and 
one of the heartening signs of our time is the dis- 
position of the church to be on the side of the people. 
Certainly, no creed that means anything’ to human 
progress could quarrel with Father Coughlin, who is 
as truly a prophet among us ag there ever was in 
Israel. Not to see the Detroit priest in his true po 
litical stature is to forget what the Proverbs have 
told us: that without vision the people perish. 

Rabbi Isserman makes one point that should be 
better understood. That is, Father Coughlin is not a 
radical in the political sense. He ig neither a Social- 
ist nor a Communist. On the contrary, he would pre- 
serve the institution of capitalism by removing its 
abuses. Isn’t this what most of us want to do? 

The part that religion can play in remaking the 
United States and fulfilling those expectations of it 
held by such men as H. G. Wells and Andre Siegfried 
is incalculable. Religion has never had a better op- 
portunity, and it owes much to men such as Father 
Coughlin and Rabbi Isserman, who see this. 
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THE EASY-MONEY FALLACY. 

Frances Perkins, Secretary of Labor, cautioned us 
all against speculation, in a speech the other day. 
She advised us to forget the easy-money fallacy, ob- 
serving that no one could do a good job of whatever 
he was doing,'be it big or little, with one eye on 
the task and the other on the ticker. 

An old-fashioned homily, perhaps, which somehow 
takes on the luster of. fresh, timely counsel. For the 
easy-money fallacy was not so. long ago the national 
obsession, the great illusion.

IGHTERS for a good cause have no 
F need to employ petty and shabby tricks; 

I wish to cite a palpable foul blow 
loosed by the National Committee for the 
Protection of Child, Family, School and 
Church. It seems to me that even this high- 
sounding title constitutes deception, since 
it would be so much shorter and more hon- 
est to say the Association Against the Child 
Labor Amendment. 

Incidentally, this measure is always re- 
ferred to by its foes as “the so-called child 
labor amendment.” But I have specifical- 
ly in mind a sort of short catechism issued 
in one of the antis’ leaflets, which runs as 
follows: “Who drafted this amendment? It 
was NOT drafted by Congress, It was draft- 
ed by Mrs. Florence Kelley Wischnewetsky.” 
The leaflet adds, “Mrs. Kelley, as she pre- 
ferred to be known after divorcing her 
Russian husband, translated the works of 
Karl Marx and Frederich Engels.” (Mrs. 
Kelley’s ex-husband, by the way, was a Pole. 
—Editor’s note.) 

Mrs. Florence Kelley died two years ago, 
As far as I can remember, she was never 
known by any other name in this commu- 
nity, where she carried on long and often 
acrimonious fights for the reforms in which 
she believed. Since she was Mrs, Florence 
Kelley and the mother of a couple of Kel- 
leys, I dont see why her right to that © 
name should be questioned.. Gbviously, the 
name of her husband was introduced into 
the leaflet merely to insinuate the idea 
that the movement for the child labor 
amendment is of foreign origin and chiefly 
backed by revolutionary radicals. 


The truth is that Mrs, Kelley was a rad- 
ical of the right wing. She was distinctly 
a “reformist,” to use the scornful word of 
the more militant factions. The Commutn- 
ist party in America includes a child labor 
plank in its platforms, although my im- 
pression is that sometimes a lower figure 
than 18 years of age has been used. This 
is not intended as a criticism of Commun-

He 
is 79 years old and a lawyer resident in 
Louisville, Ky.

I gravely suspect that this pretense of 
enthusiasm for NRA rests on the fact that 
it hasn't actually abolished child labor but 
only curtailed it, and that the act expires 
in June, 1935. I will bet any part of a 
hundred dollars against a nickel that these 
same gentlemen will be fighting its renew- 
al at that time. In all logic, how can they 
do otherwise? It is their contention that 
child labor regulations should be left to the 
state. NRA was created by Federal legis- 
lation.

— Wil» 
liam E. Humphrey, former Federal 


Trade Commissioner who was re- 
‘moved by President Roosevelt, died 
last night. He was 71 years old. 

He had been in frail health for 
several months,» but his condition 
had not been consider2:d alarming. 

The President’s Action in remov- 
ing him as a-member of the Trade 
Commission stirred a controversy 
in Congress and led to a suit by 
Mr. Humphrey in the Court of. 
Claims here to contest Mr. Roose- 
velt’s authority and to collect back 
salary. Mr. Humphrey, who was 
born near Alamo, Ind:, was a mem: 
ber of Congress from Washington 
from 1902 until 1917. In the latter 
year he sought the Republican 
nomination for Senator and was de- 
feated. 

After his service in Congress he 
practiced law here and in Seattle 
until 1925 when he was appointed 
to the Trade Commission by Presi- 
dent Coolidge for a six-year term. 
He was named again in 1931 by 
President Hoover. 

Last September he was asked to 
resign by President Roosevelt who 
expressed the desire to name in his 
place a man whose ideas were more

Paying Out of $642,000 
Without Arranging for 
$10,000,000 Bond Re- 
tirement Assailed. 
CONSENTS TO 5-YEAR 
EXTENSION, HOWEVER 
Says ‘‘Desire for Dividends 
Should Be Subordinated 
to General Welfare of 
Corporation and Public.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15.— 
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Payment of a six per cent common}: 


stock dividend of $642,000 by the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis in 
1933, when the company had a $10,- 


000,000 bond issue maturing April 1, 
of this year, for which no retire- 
ment arrangements had been made, 
was criticised sharply by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission 
late yesterday, in authorizing the 
company to seek a five-year exten- 
sion of the bond maturity. 

While expressly disapproving this 
dividend policy of the management, 
the commission stated in its order 
that “the present existing condi- 
tions must be dealt with.” It pointed 
out the company did not have funds 
available to pay off the bonds when 
due April 1, and must either seek 
an extension or default, which 
would invite foreclosure action. 

The, commission therefore ap- 
proved. the extension plan, as pro- 
posed by the company, but its suc- 
cess depends on the company ob- 
taining consent of the bond holders. 
The principal inducement to the 
bond holders who participate is a 
cash payment—or bonus—which 
would increase the interest yield 
from five per cent to about five and 
one-half per cent a year during the 
five-year period, ending April 1, 
| 1939. 


Must Increase Surplus. 

The approved plan bars any fur- 
ther payment of common stock 
dividends until the earned surplus 
of the company is increased by $3,- 
000,000 over the total of $4,005,494 
at the end of 1933. After the $3, 
000,000 is added, no common stock 
dividend may be paid during the 
extension period which will reduce 
the earned surplus below $7,005,- 
494, 


The commission recalled that City 
Counselor Hay of St. Louis, in a re- 
cent hearing on the company’s ap- 
plication for approval, had objected 
to payment of dividends by the 
company, including the common 
stock dividend in 1933, when a large 
bond maturity was imminent and 
no arrangements had been made to 
pay it off. 

It is true thatthe 1933 dividend 
had been earned,” the Commission 
stated in its order. “It appears, 
however, that ordinary business 
prudence would have demanded 
‘that common stock dividends 
should have been postponed pend- 
ing completion of arrangements to 
discharge or satisfy the maturing 
indebtedness.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. — Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s decision to 
restore wine to the state dining 
room of the White House, where it 
has not been served since the ad- 
vent of prohibiticn, during the ad- 
ministration . of Woodrow Wijson, 
will return to use the presidential 


wine glasses, made of heavy cut 
glass, and marked with an eagle, 
which were packed away in 10 bar- 
rels during the Hoover administra- 
tion, when it seemed that prohibi- 
tion could “never be repealed.” 

This, however, Mrs. Roosevelt 
warned. may not occur for some 
time, as the advent of Lent will 
end the official White House season 
for this year. If the King of Siam 
makes the visit, which has been ru- 
mored, very likely a state dinner in 
his honor some time in the spring 
will mark the return of wine to the 
President’s house; otherwise, Wash- 
ington will probably drink no wine 
at the White House until next year. 
When it does, there ,will be no dis- 
tilled liquor, and American vintages 
will be preferred—a compromise, 
one suspects, between Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s dry personal preferences and 
the American public’s preference for 
repeal. 

The decision recalls many legends 
of early First Ladies and the ele- 
gance of original White House hos- 
pitality, and brings tO mind some 
of the difficulties which beset later 
mistresses of the White House when 
prohibition became a social issue, 
before it became one of politics. 

In the bright dawn of White 
House legend, there was no ques- 
tion as to the propriety of serving 
wine. Washington never lived in 
the White House, but he and John 
Adams and Thomas Jefferson 
served rare foreign vintages, im- 
ported at great cost from France, 
Spain and Italy. Jefferson’s liquor 
bill for his two administrations was 
$10,855.90. Dolly Madison allowed 
no visitor to leave the White House 
without “punch and seedcakes,” and 
even at the crowded New Year’s 
receptions and weekly “levees” ev- 
eryone partook of “ice cream and 
a glass of Madeira.” Wine was on 
the President’s table even on the 
day the ‘British approached to burn 
the capital, when Mistress Dolly 
took time to save Washington’s por- 
trait, but left the dinner and the 
wine on the tables, where the Brit- 
ish officers dined in state before 
they set fire to the house. 

This was a typical dinner’ at 
Dolly Madison’s, according to an 
early White House gossip: 

“There were many French dishes, 
and exquisite wines, I presume, by 
the praises bestowed on them: but I 
have been so little accustomed to 
drink that I could not discern the 
difference between Sherry and rare 
old Burgundy Madeira. Comment 


on the quality of the wine seems to 
form the chief topic of conversation 
after the removal of the cloth, and 
during the dessert, at which, by the 
way, no pastry is countenanced. Ice- 
creams, Macaroons, preserves and 
various cakes are placed on the ta- 
ble, which are removed for almonds, 
raisins, pecan-nuts, apples, pears, 
etc. Candies were introduced be- 
fore the ladies left the table; and 
the gentlemen continued half an 
hour .:onger to drink a social glass.” 
This era of courtiy state passed 
away with the arrival of Andrew 
Jackson. “Old Hickory,” whose in- 
auguration seems to have been the 
most unruly scene in all White 
House history. According to Esther 
Singleton’s “White House”: 
“Profusion of refreshments had 
been provided. Orange-punch by 
barrels fyll was made; but as the 
waiters opened the door to bring it 
out, a rush was made, the glasses 
broken, the pails of liquor upset, 
and the most painful confusion pre- 
vailed. To such a degree was this 
carried, that wine and ice-creams 


could not be brought out to the 


ladies, and tubs of punch were 
taken from the lower story into the 
garden to head off the crowd from 
the rooms...It was mortifying to 
see men with. boots heavy with mud, 
standing on the damask-satin-cov- 
ered chairs and sofas.” 

For many decades after this 
wines and whisky were commot- 
ly served in the White House, 
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as they were in millions of Ameri- 
can homes without much contro- 
versy. There is a Lincoln punch 
bowl in the White House china cab- 
inet, and wine glasses and decan- 
ters, of other administrations, al- 
though no attempt was made in 
those days to preserve authentic 
souvenirs of each President’s table, 
and only those articles survive 
which happened not to be broken 
or sold in the periodic houseclean- 
ings of brisk new First Ladies. 

It was with the arrival of Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes, in 1877 that the 
prohibition issue burst upon the 
White House, and added to the gal- 
lery of First Ladies the portrait of 
Mrs, Hayes in maroon velvet, the 
gift to the nation of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union. It stil] 
hangs in the lower corridor of the 
White House, where guests leave 
nang wraps at formal] evening par- 

es, 

Mrs. Hayes—“Lemonade Lucy” 
as she was called by her enemies— 
was a “White Ribonner,” and with 
the sympathy of the President, she 
put her principles into action. No 
alcoholic beverage was servéd in 
the White House during her regime, 
Save once. 

This was a state dinner in honor 
of His Imperial Highness Grand 
Duke Alexis’ Alexandrovitch, 
Russia, on April 19, 1877, when 
wine was served by special] request 
of the State Department.

- «Tobacco Blindness 

HILE the vast majority of 
W tobacco users appear es- 

cape berious damage to their 
vision, there is an appreciable per- 
centage whose sight is affected, 
and some few who are actually 
blinded. 

Formerly, tobacco amblyopia, as 
this condition is called, was prac- 
tically confined to men. With the 
spread in the use of tobacco among 
women, the condition is now found 
in both sexes. 

It is the most common among 
smokers. Less frequently it is 
seen in those who either chew’or 
snuff, dnd at times, too, among 
those who do not use but merely 
work at the tobacco trade. 

Tobacco amblyopia is ‘the result 
of prolonged and continuous use of 
tobacco. Hence, it is seldom seen 
among those under 40 years of age. 
Apparently, with age the power of 
the optic nerve to resist the toxic 
effects of. tobaccd becomes lessened. 

While the exact mechanjsm of the 
poisoning is not as yet fully under- 
stood, the symptoms associated with 
tobacco amblyopia are clear. 

The first thing the sufferer no- 
tices is the. appearance of a cloud 
before his eyes just in the direc- 
tion- he is trying to look. This 
cloud has a tendency to get in his 
way whenever he attempts to look 
at things. Usually both eyes are 
affected, although one eye may be 
a little worse than the other. 

The cloud at times may bé light 
and at other times may be so dense 
that nothing can be. seen through 
it.
